He wore the fame Gown five Years, 
without dagling Of t hem never once 
looked into a Play lotin. He Read 
Virgil and Ramas id the femie Cadence, but 
with a very different Taite, He never un- 
derftood a Jeft, or had the leaft Conception 
of Wirt. 

For one faying he ftarids in Renown to 
this Day. Being with fome other Students 
over a Pot of Ale; one of the Company 
faid fo many pleafant things, that the reit 
were much diverted, only Corufodes was fi- 
lent and unmoved. When they parted, he cal- 
Jed this méyry Companion afidg, and faid ; 
Sir, I Ff ng by your often Peaking, and 
» oar Friends Tang bint tat you {pdke many jeh 4 
p and yorCould: sob bud obferue my Silene, But 
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S Sir this ts my humour, I mever make a jeft 
myfelf; tor ever lauzb-at anotber, Man's. 
Corafodes thus endowed, ayd gat into Holy 
Orders, having by the moft extreme Parh- 
money, faved thirty four Pounds ovt. of 2 
very Beggarly Fellowhip went. up to 
London, where his Sifter was Weaiting-wo- 
man toa Lady, and { good a Sollicitor, that 
by her means he was admitted to Read Pray. 
ers in the Family twice a Day, at fourteen 
fhillings a Moath. - He had now acquired 
a low Obfequious awkward Bow, and a ta, 
leat of grofs flattery both in and out of fea- 
fon; he would thake the Butler by the Hand; 
He tanght the Page his Catechi/m, and was 
fometimes admitted to Dine at che Stewards 
Table. In fhort be got the good Word of 
the whole Family, and was Recoramended 
by my Lady for Chaplain to fome other 
Noble Houfe, by which his Revenue (befide 
Vales) amounted to about 30 4 a Year, 
His Sifter procured him a Scarf from mv 
Lord (who hada fmall defigs of Gallantry 
upon her) And by bis L ordthips. Sollicitati. 
on he got a Leéturefhip in Town of 60.4 2 
Year; where he Preaghed conftantly in Per. 
fon, in a grave mamicr, with an Audibles 
Voice, a Style Eeclefiafick, and the matter 
(fach as it was) well fuited to the intellec 
tualsof his Hearers. Some tie after, 4 
Country Living fell in my Lord’s Ditpofai, 
and his Lordfhip who had now. fome encou. 
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ragement given him of Succefs inhis Amour, 

owed the Living on Corufodes, who ftill 
kept his Letturefhip and Refidence in Town, 
where he was a conftant Attendant at all | 
Meetings relating to Charity, without ever 
contributing further than his frequent Pious 
Exhortations. If any Women of better fa- 
fhion in the Parifh happened to be abfent 
from Church, they were fure of a Vifit 
from him in a Day or two, to Chide and to 
Dine with them. 

He had a feleé&t number of Poor conftantly 
attending at theStreet Door of his Lodgings, 
for whom he was a common Sollicitor to 
his former Patronefs, dropping in his own 
Half Crown among the Colleétions and 
taking it out when he difpofed the money. 
Ata Perfon of Qualities Houfe, he would 
never fit down till he was thrice bid, and 
then upon the corner of the molt diftant 
chair. His whole demeanor was formal and 
Starched which adhered fo clofe, that he 
could never fhake it off in his higheft 
Promotion, 

HisLord was now in high Employment at 
Court, and attended by him with the moft 
abje€t Affiduity, and his Sifter being gone 
off with Child to a private Lodging, 
my Lord continued his Graces to Corufodes 
got him to be aChaplain in ordinary, and 
in due timea Parithin Town, and a Digmity 
in the Church.
